DETAIL  OF  THE  ASSEMBLY  HOUSE,  SALEM,  BY  MdNTIRE 

ERIODICALLY,  interest  in  the  objects  that  have  survived  to  the 
present  from  the  Colonial  and  Early  Federal  periods  is  enlivened  by 
a  new  discovery  that  simplifies  the  task  of  annotating  and  classifying. 
That  Samuel  Mclntire,  the  latest  figure  to  emerge  from  the  realm  of  suppo- 
sition to  that  of  fact,  was  a  skilful  maker  and  carver  of  furniture  as  well  as 
the  leading  architect  of  Salem  at  the  period  1780-1811  is  proved  conclusively 
by  the  researches  of  Mr.  Fiske  Kimball,  Director  of  the  Pennsylvania  Museum 
of  Art,  outlined  in  a  series  of  papers  published  recently  in  a  monthly  magazine. 
Further  evidence  is  supplied  in  the  sofa  [Garvan  Collection,  No.  386]  that 
was  authenticated  by  documents  as  having  formed  part  of  the  furnishings  of 
the  Crowninshield  house,  Salem,  designed  and  carved  by  Mclntire.  It  could 
be  claimed  that  the  furniture,  paneling,  and  mantels  described  in  this  catalogue 
[Numbers  295-314}  constitute  one  of  the  most  important  assemblages  of  this 
craftsman's  work  ever  offered  at  public  sale. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  historical  association  and  authentication  this  col- 
lection is  extremely  interesting,  and  includes  many  labeled  pieces.  The  work 
of  the  Boston  and  Rhode  Island  cabinetmakers  and  clock  makers,  such  as 
Goddard,  Townsend,  and  the  Willards,  is  well  represented  and  includes  some 
examples  of  the  first  importance,  while  a  number  of  the  mirrors  are  of  the  War 
of  1 81 2  period  and  reflect  in  their  decoration  the  patriotic  fervor  engendered 
by  the  victorious  encounters  of  American  naval  vessels  over  those  of  England. 
Attention  is  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  pieces  have  their  orig- 
inal patina.  This  is  highly  important,  as  furniture  that  shows  proof  of  being 
in  its  original  state  is  now  in  considerably  greater  demand  than  refinished  fur- 
niture. The  group  of  painted  signs  in  the  collection  inspire  a  kindly  sentiment. 
One  recalls  to  mind  the  St.  George  tavern,  a  pre-Revolutionary  hostelry  of 
Plain ville,  Mass.;  another,  with  its  painted  and  gilded  iron  eagle  and  shield, 
was  for  many  years  regarded  as  a  landmark  of  old  Norwich  Town,  Conn., 
where  it  hung  over  the  business  premises  of  William  Cleveland,  clock  and 
silver  maker  and  grandfather  of  President  Grover  Cleveland.  A  third  is  the 
sign  of  Stephen  Badlam,  cabinetmaker  of  Dorchester,  Mass.,  who  in  earlier 
life  rose  to  high  rank  in  Washington's  army. 

American  and  Georgian  silver,  pewter,  Staffordshire  and  Liverpool  ware, 
Oriental  Lowestoft  porcelain  and  a  choice  group  of  antique  hooked  rugs  con- 
stitute the  balance  of  a  collection  that  compares  favorably  with  the  historic 
Flayderman  Sale  of  Americana  held  at  these  galleries  in  January,  1930.

Note:  The  history  of  this  eagle,  as  recorded  in  a  Bath,  Me.,  newspaper, 
July  7,  1929,  is  as  follows:  During  the  Napoleonic  period,  the  eagle  sur- 
mounted the  Custom  House  at  New  Orleans  as  a  symbol  of  French  sov- 
ereignty until  the  time  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  when  it  automatically 
became  a  symbol  of  the  young  American  republic.  The  radical  change  in 
Southern  sentiment  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  caused  the  removal  of 
the  eagle  from  the  Custom  House  to  obscurity.  Some  years  later  the 
Louisiana,  a  vessel  owned  by  the  Haughtons  of  Bath,  Me.,  trading  with 
New  Orleans,  obtained  possession  of  the  bird.  It  remained  in  this  vessel 
during  its  many  voyages  until  the  master,  Capt.  Oliver,  retiring  in  1885,  took 
the  eagle  with  him  to  Riggsville  on  the  Kennebec.  Upon  his  death,  the  bird 
came  into  the  possession  of  Doctor  Rouse,  an  elderly  resident  of  Bath.

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THE  McINTIRE  FURNITURE,  MANTELS,  AND 
PANELED  ROOM 


THE  following  lots  [Numbers  295-314]  comprise  furniture,  mantels,  and 
a  paneled  room  that  are  known  to  have  originated  in  Salem,  Mass.,  and 
are  attributed  to  Samuel  Mclntire,  leading  architect  and  woodcarver  of  Salem 
about  the  period  1 790-1810.  In  the  absence  of  positive  proof  of  origin,  all 
that  remains  is  to  compare  with  authenticated  pieces,  those  that  have  similar 
characteristics  and  quality.  In  this  respect,  this  furniture  exhibits  all  the  ear- 
marks of  Mclntire's  work,  i.e.,  the  carved  cornucopia,  basket  of  fruit,  wheat 
sheaf  and  the  star-stippled  effect  with  which  he  decorated  the  sunken  surface 
of  carved  ornamentation.  Based  on  this  evidence  are  the  attributions  that 
appear  in  the  catalogue.  Some  of  these  pieces  can  be  definitely  traced  back  to 
the  original  owners,  who  resided  in  Salem.  The  importance  attached  to  the 
mantel  from  Mclntire's  own  house  and  the  paneled  room  designed  by  the 
architect  as  authentic  evidence  of  this  craftsman's  skill  cannot  be  overempha- 
sized when  one  takes  into  consideration  the  relatively  small  number  of  authen- 
ticated objects  that  have  come  down  to  us  from  the  Colonial  and  Early 
Federal  periods.

Note:  This  mantel  formerly  embellished  the  fireplace  of  the  chamber 
in  McIntire's  house,  31  Summer  Street,  Salem,  in  which  the  architect  died  in 
181 1.

Note:  This  mantel  was  originally  in  the  Tufts-Goodridge  house,  77 
Main  Street,  Peabody,  designed  by  Mclntire.  The  house  was  afterwards 
occupied  by  Samuel  L.  Ham  and  his  descendants,  and  was  known  for  many 
years  as  the  Ham  Estate.  An  affidavit  recording  the  foregoing  facts  will  be 
given  to  the  purchaser.  Evidence  of  the  early  date  of  the  mantel  is  the  fact 
that  the  applied  ornament  is  of  carved  wood,  and  not  plaster,  a  medium 
resorted  to  by  Mclntire  during  his  later  period  of  activity.  The  paper  that 
originally  covered  the  walls  of  the  chamber  containing  the  mantel  depicts 
Captain  Cook's  expedition  and  discovery  of  the  Sandwich  Islands,  and  is  now 
in  the  possession  of  the  Peabody  Historical  Society.

Note:  McIntire  began  the  designing  and  erection  of  houses  about  1780, 
following  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  and  was  helped  by  his  brothers 
Joseph  and  Angier.  In  1782  he  designed  the  Pierce- Johonnot-Nichols  house, 
one  of  his  greatest  works,  and  from  that  time  until  his  death  nearly  thirty 
years  later,  according  to  the  Rev.  William  Bentley,  McIntire  dominated  the 
architecture  of  Salem. 

The  Putnam  family,  one  of  the  most  prominent  in  Massachusetts,  in- 
cluded among  its  members  Israel  Putnam  of  Revolutionary  War  fame,  and 
Judge  Samuel  Putnam,  both  residents  of  Salem.  Existing  records  show 
that  this  family  retained  for  many  years  an  almost  exclusive  monopoly  of  the 
legislative  and  clerical  offices  of  Danvers  and  Salem.  (Vide  Appleton's 
Cyclopedia  of  American  Biography,  and  Cousins  and  Riley,  The  Woodcarver 
of  Salem.)
